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Imp. Young Merten nancy’ (2170) a roan of 1832, bred by I. Clark of wand imported in 1834 
by the Ohio Company and sold at their sale October 26, 1836, with cow calf Pocahontas by Comet Halley 
(1855) for $1,500 to Edwin J. Harness, the importer of Young Phyllis by Fairfax (1023). From him they 
passed into the hands of Isaac Vanmeter and Isaac Cunningham, of Clarke county, Kentucky, who bred 
them successfully for several years. Young Mary was a cow of great excellence, and a remarkable 
breeder, having bred successfully till 21 years of age. It is believed that more show cattle have been 
produced from this family than from any other.
